Koral, Hapes and Bell were in- 
jured in practice and Welty has 
not been in suit for two days. 
Playing at Pomona junior college 

next Saturday, Santa Ana’s Dons 
make their 1931 Eastern Jaysee Grid 
Conference entry away from _ local 
soil. Bill Cook’s cohorts are heavy 
favorites to win. 

A big factor in favor of Santa Ana 
will be the advantage in weight which 
the latter: will have. Observers say 
this handicap was the deciding point 
in Pomona’s 27-0 collapse at the 
hands of Riverside, the defending 
champions.

|Frogs Dissected By | 


Students In Biology 


Heart beats of a frog will continue 
for 24 hours after it has been killed. 
This experiment was made recently 
by members of the biology class un- 
der the supervision of J. Russel 
Bruff, head of the Science Depart- 


ment. 

While studying reflexes of the 
frog, workers removed the spinal cord 
as well as brains found that the 
animal would respond to stimulus. 
Placing ice on the animal reduced the 
heart beats to five a minute, while 
placing the frog in warm water in- 
creased the heart beats to 125 a 
minute. :
